Vallon had arrived at the race 
course with the object of greeting her 
husband after his flight. She had taken 
a seat on the roof of the Cricket club, 
and when tho aeroplane fell was watch- 
ing it.

poor woman tainted, and waa 


brought into the Race club in a fainting 
condition by Dr. Fresson. At this stage 
the behavior of the crowd, which had 
not been too good before, became abso- 
lutely disgraceful. 
Men and women 


crowded round the unhappy lady, wit- 
nessing her grief, nor would they keep 
back until forced by the police. Mme. 
Vallon -was hurried into the club house, 
and shortly after was driven away in a 
carriage, prostrated with crief. 
On 


Suiiday she was reported to be. Ill, suf- 
ferins no doubt from the effects,of the 
aw/ul tragedy she had witnessed. 


He Had Pleased the Chinese. 


"The late M. Vallon was a slightly 


built man—a Parisian—and 
was 31 


years of age. He had taken up avia- 
tion only about 18 month* ago, and In 
the meetings in which he took part at 
home hajl achieved no little success. He 
had flown at the Bordeaux meet-ing in 
the beginning of 1910. and also at Berne 
and Issey-les-Moulineaux near Paria> 
where he had had his schooling in avia- 
tion. 
He arrived in China on January 


10 last, and after much disheartening : 
work, caused by the damage which waa 
clone to the machines on fhe way out, 
he succeeded in making several suc- 
cessful flights. 
The Chinese swarmed 


down to Kianirwan to see him, and he 
won admiration from ail. 
The French 


municipal council offered him a prize 
to fly over the concession, and he made 
ft flight on the evening of April 24. This 
was his second flight over Shanghai, 
and how disastrously it ended is too 
well known. 


"From the outset the. Shanghai com- 


munity displayed the keenest interest 
in-his flights, and, although the me- 
teorological conditions 
several times 


precluded It, M. Vallon at last achieved 
a flight from Kiangwan to Shanghai 
and back again. 
This was only as re- 


cently as lodwy fortnight, and It was a 
wonderful performance, in that dark- 
ness had sot in before the aviator re- 
turner! to hip h»ne="r. 
ForThnt per- 


formance the French municipality pre- 
sented M. Vallon with a prize. 


"The 
Chinese authorities, military 


and civil, were charmed with the per- 
formances 
that the late aviator had ' 


accomplished. 
At seme of Ms flights 


various members of the consular body 
of China were present, and they all 
expressed 
themselves as exceedingly 


Hatiyfied. 
On Sunday. March 26. Gen. 


Hsu. commanding the Nanking divi- 
sion of the modern army, w-as specially 
deputed by the Chinese government to 
"ifness M. \ a l l o n s flights. 
The late 


aviator made five ascents, and at the 
close the general observed that it was 
hardly possible to estimate the useful- 
ness of such machines In time of war. 
and. If tho Chinese

cepted the flying machine for military 
purposes,
